George Megerian Tells Management Club of Rocket Research 

The Sprague Eleetric Management Club at its regular meeting on December 5 bad t be pleasure of having 
Mr. George Megerian, an authority on rockets, address the group. 

Mr. Megerian, who spoke on “Rocket Research in the U.S.A.” was introduced by the retiring Program 
Ghairman, Harold Itrafman. The guest speaker described the activity of American rocket research scien¬ 
tists during W orld War II with special emphasis on the work done with captured Nazi liuzz and V-2 bombs 
and equipment, lie illustrated Ibis part of his speech with a captured German film showing German 
scientists at work with the type of bombs with which England was bombarded during the war. 

.. __ __ . . . ® The rocket authority went on to 

describe the first experiments which 
were held at White Sands, New Mexico. 
The results of these experiments were 
shown in a colored film, part of which 
had been taken by photo equipment 
attached to the rocket itself. Mr. 
Megerian was coordinator of the 
Project Hermes which was connected 
with the firing of German Y-2 rockets 
at the White Sands, New Mexico de¬ 
velopment for the Army Ordnance De- 
partmen t. 

Mr. Megerian has been connected 
with rocket research at the General 
Electric Company since the end ol the 
last war. Presently, he is the Secre¬ 
tary of the National Rocket Com¬ 
mittee, a group of leading American 
rocket scientists meeting every two or 
three months to co-ordinate rocket re¬ 
search. 

The Sprague Electric Management 
Club was fortunate to have Mr. 
Megerian as a speaker and see the films 
he showed as much of this material 
was, until very recently, highly re¬ 
stricted for security reasons. It also 
was of special interest to our Manage¬ 
ment group because much electrical and 
electronic equipment was used in the 
development of the rockets. 

After Mr. Megerian had finished, he 
answered questions from the group. 
Many of the questioners were dis 
appointed, however, because often Mr. 
Megerian could not give out informa¬ 
tion for security reasons. 

This interesting and informative 
meeting which was held at the Rich¬ 
mond Hotel was attended by 132 
people, 84 of the members of the 
Sprague Electric Management Club, 
36 guests, 12 Sprague Electric Super¬ 
visors, and 2 members of the National 
Association of Foremen’s Club of the 
Sylvania Electric Company of Buffalo, 
New York. Mr. Aaron Bowser and 
Mr. Charles Rae were the guests from 
Sylvania. 

At this meeting, Ralph Boisjolie, in¬ 
coming President, presented a certifi¬ 
cate of merit to the retiring President, 
Raymond Calvi.

Have you had your yearly check¬ 
up? No, not a medical checkup, 
hut a Social Security checkup. 

This checkup with the Social Security 
Administration is a very important one 
because, if the Administration’s record 
of your wages is not in accord with your 
own record and the error stands for four 
years, then, nothing can be done about, 
it. So unless you find out yearly if 
the records are correct, when the time 
comes for you to take advantage of 
your Social Security you may not re¬ 
ceive as much money as you had been 
counting on. 

In an organization as large as the 
Social Security Administration, there 
are bound to be some mistakes made. 
The wage credits (wages which are 
reported to the Social Security Ad¬ 
ministration for each employe and 
credited to his social security account) 
accounted to your name may be less 
than you and your employer actually 
have paid in. By dropping a postcard 
in the mail addressed to the Social 
Security Administration, Candler 
Building, Baltimore 2, Maryland, you

Natural Gas Change-Over In Process 

The North Adams, Adams, and Williamstown areas right now are in the middle 
of the conversion from manufactured to natural gas. Adams, District 1, has been 
converted, Williamstown and the State Road part of North Adams were changed 
over on December 13, the part of North Adams north of the Hoosac River is 
scheduled for the change-over on December 14 and 15, and the Church Street 
section will be converted on December 17 and 18. 

The housewife probably has many questions in mind about the use of natural 
gas. If \ou have questions or pro¬ 
blems call North Adams 1080 or Enter¬ 
prise 6078. 

A crew of about 350 conversion men 
will adjust till your gas appliances for 
the natural gas. 

The housewife will not have to worry 
about making cooking adjustments. 
Although the natural gas is tauter than 
manufactured gas, you only use half 
as much. The burners will be adjusted 
accordingly. The housewife will 
have to get used to the different ap¬ 
pearance of the flame. Natural gits 
gives a soft, rather diffused flame as 
compared to the hard flame with a 
pointed bluetip of the manufactured gas. 

Many people have the mistaken 
notion that* natural gas is dangerous 
Actually, it is non-toxic. To further 
protect you, an odor will be added to 
the otherwise odorless natural gas so 
it can be detected if a burner is left 
on by mistake. 

This conversion eventually will be 
very advantageous to the users of gas. 
Labor costs and the cost of the fuel 
cannot allow manufactured gas to 
be sold any cheaper, but some day 
natural gas will cost less money. Also, 
it will be used for heating. 

The Northern Berkshire Gas Com¬ 
pany is making every effort to make 
this conversion with a minimum of 
inconvenience to its gas customers. The 
Districts have been and will be noti¬ 
fied as to when the conversion will 
take place. If you do not plan to be at 
home on this day, make arrangements 
so the conversion crew will be able to 
enter your house. There is definitely 
no danger of loss of property.

can find out whether their records 
agree with yours or not. 

When you write requesting this in¬ 
formation, make sure you identify your¬ 
self. Give tour full name, address, 
account number, and date of birth. 
You can expect a reply to your inquiry 
within ten days. 

When the reply comes and it does not 
agree with your own records, write to 
the Social Security Administration 
immediately informing them of this. 
Give them the following information: 
name, address, and kind of business 
of any employer from whom you re¬ 
ceived wages not credited or in¬ 
accurately credited to your account. 
State the kind of work you have done, 
how long you were employed, and the 
amount of wages you received. You 
may get a special blank form at any 
Social Security field office for this 
purpose. 

If, after checking its records, the 
Social Security Administration finds 
an error has been made, it will be 
corrected. However, if it does not find 
any error or omission, you will be asked 
to furnish evidence in support of your 
contention that a correction should be 
made. Then, you should submit any 
of the following: 

1. Pay envelopes, vouchers, wage 
statements ol social security tax 
receipts that have been furnished you 
by your employer or employers. 

2. Statements based upon the 
records of your union. 

3. Your income tax return. 

4. Statements of your supervisors 
and foremen. 

5. Statements of fellow employes. 

6. Statements of other persons 
having knowledge of your employment 
and wages. 

7. Your own personal record of 
wages, if accurately kept. 

Be sure you make your yearly 
Social Security checkup. It only will 
take a few T minutes of your time. Re¬ 
member, if an error in the Social 
Security Administration’s records 
stands for four years, nothing can be 
done about it. Interest in your 
Social Security now may mean more 
security in the future.
